For seven jlong and dificult years 


Europe has been travelling a rocky road trying to find a way out of the morass | 


of hatreds, bigotry, racial diseords and suspicions, and the financial wreckage 
Yollowing the conclusion of the Great War. Conference has followed confer- 
ence, commission after commission has struggled with the problems-<involy- 
od, the League of Nationas has patiently sought to smooth laway difficulties, 
remove misunderstandings- and create a general feeling of confidence, the 
while supplying checks to unwise and aggressive action calculated to re-open 
old sores, ‘i 

Slowly but surely, progress was made notwithstanding the fact that the 
United States refused to join in the League or to participate in conferences and 
rommissions except those’ which involved questions affecting payments of 
war debts, in which the United Slates is vitally interested. Had the United 
States, removed, as It-is, ffom the local prejudice and jealousies of continental 
Burop ‘ 
is safe to say that greater progress would have been made, and the standing 
of the United States among the nations of the world would have beén immeas- 
urably higher today. ; 

Great Britain; however, true to all her great traditions, and’ notwith- 
standing her own many and serious domestic problems and crushing war debt, 
steadfastly planned and worked for the salvation of Europe. Possibly. to a 
greater extent than ever before has Great Britain demonstrated her world 
leadership. This may not be fully appreciated as yet, but future historians 
when they come to record the progress of world eyents and European re- 
construetion after the Great War can hardly fail to award credit to whom 
credit is due, : : 

And at last the turning in the long lane would appear to have been reach- 
ed in the conclusions unanimously arrived at by the conference recently con- 
cluded at Locarno, Switzerland; and effect to which will.shor{ly be given by 
the signing of six new treaties, and one of which is a document by which Ger- 
many, France and Belgium agree to arbitrate all disputes among themselves, 
with Great Britain and Italy as guarantors. In other words, should Germany 
break, faith, both Great. Britain and Italy are automatically arrayed with 
France and Belgium; should France or Belgium violate the agreement, Great 
Britain and Italy will support Germany. ~ 

Unlike the old Triple Alliance between Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
ltaly, or the alliance between France and Russia, or the Bonne Enténte be- 
tween Great Britain and France, which were pledges to go to war in support 
of each other should certain contingencies arise, this new treaty is one guar- 
nnteeing peace and the prevention of war, 

The credit for the Locarnd conference belongs to the Foreign Secretary 
of Great Britain, Hon. Austen Chamberlain, who brought it about and pre- 
sided over it: His. was the directing genius which led to the final removar 
of all obatacles and brought about this happy culmination which, it is agreed 
by all observers and students of international-affairs, ushers in an entirely 
“new era in European politics, . 

One of the important restlts to follow from the Locarno conference and 
the drafting of these new treaties will be the early entry of Germany into full 
membership in the League of Nations. So long as the great central nation 
of Europe remained outside, the League could not possibly become the domin- 
ating factor in Europe and the world which its creators designed it should be. 
But with Germany in, the League of Nations will become reality in an ‘en- 
tirely new sense. Many of its greatest difficulties and most serious problems 
will thereby be removed, It may even pave the way for a changed publis 
opinion in the United States and the ultimate acceptance of the League Coven- 
ant by Canada’s next door neighboor, a consummation most devotedly. to be 
wished.

British Markets Over $12,000,000 

With the close of 1925, Canada’s 
cattle shipments to the Whited King- 
dom for the year will be considerably 
in excess of 100,000 head, constituting 
a record.

Good progress is belng made in the 
control of bovine tuberculosis. Live- 
stock breeders, says Dr. Hilton, are 
now commencing to realize that it is 
poor business to maintain diseased 
herds and to purchase animals from 
questionable sources. When the re+ 
port ‘was published there were 1,675 
fully accredited tubereulosis-free 
Herds in Canada and 2,100 undergoing 
the process of accreditation. 

There is also a tuberculosis free 
area in the Carman district in Mant- 
Ytoba, which is: being dealt with under 
the restricted area plan. All cattle 
in-an area comprising the counties ot 
Huntingdon, Chateauguay and Beau- 
harnois In the province of Quebec have 
also been tested by veterinary Inspec- 
tors and reactors destroyed. There 
is every reason to Believe that this 
area will be a tuberculosis free area 
by the time the next annual report ts 
issued, :

1918 Influenza Epidemic Took Toll Of 
20 Millions 

New censtis figures show the mor- 
tality of the influenza epidemic of 
1918 throughout the world was nearly 
20,000,000, tho worst catastrophe of 
the sort since the black death of tho 
middle ages, Dr. BE. O. Jordan, bac- 
terlologist of the University of Chic- 
ago, told the Ameridgn Public Health 
Association at St. Louls, 

“And {f influenza were to descend 
upon ts again tomorrow,” he. con- 
tinued, “We should .as public health 
workers and students of the “disease, 
be Httle if at all better equipped to 
deal with it than we were seven 
years ago.” 

Practical diMculties in the way of 
administering efficient vaccination on 
a world-wide scale scem insuperable, 
he sald. Face masks have only a 
limited applicability. Chlorine and 
similar gases haye not proved of de- 
elsive prophylactic value. 

“I belleve, however, that something 
can-be done to lower the attack rate 
in favorably situated small groups of 
Individuals, and to leseen the  viru- 
lence on the part of the accessory 
inlerobes,” he sald. 

“The minimizing of contact seems 
at present to offer the best chance we 
have of controlling the ravages of in- 
fluenza. Judging by the past noth» 
ing is more certain than that we shall 
some day have another visitation of 
this destructive infection. There are 
lines of direct investigation which can 
be prosecuted today with some hope of 
rendering ourselyes better prepared to 
cope with the next epidemic.”

Continuous Current of 600,000 Volts 

Developed For Machine in France 

A generator capable of furnishing 4 
contindous current of 600,000 volts— 
the highest tension now known In the 
world—has been constructed by “two 
French sceisatists and will be placed 
in the laboratory of the Sorbonne. 

With this machine, its builders be- 
lieve, it will be possible to attack the 
atom, breaking down its radioactive 
particles, as never before, and if the 
experiments are succdasful it may 
prove tho forerunner of even more 
powerful generators. French selent- 
ists, Mi fact, are hoping to develop 
a current of 5,000,000 volts with which 
they think {ft would bo possible to 
disintegrate matter artificially. 

Speaking of the new generator, the 
writer, Jean Cabrerets, a well-known 
solentist, says: . 
(“There already are transformers 
capable of ralsing the tensian to 2,- 
000,000 volts, but with these the cur- 
rent is alternate and, moreover, these 
appliances ure to be found not in 
laboratories, but established In spe- 
celal industries. The laboratory, con- 
trary to industry, demands a current 
which 4s continuous.

Careful Watch on Insect Pests Is Of 
Prime Importance 

The growing of vegetables and 
flowers under glass has become an in- 
dustry of great importance. It is esti- 
mated that there is about six million 
square feet of space under glass in 
Canada devoted to the growing of 
these cfops which are valued up to 
about three million dollars per year. 
These crops are subject to innumer- 
able insects, the ravages of which en- 
tail heavy losses, It was to reduce 
these as far as possible that the bul- 
letin entitled “Insects Affecting 
Greenhouse Plants” was prepared by 
Dominion Entomologist Arthur Gibson, 
and bis assistant W, A. Ross. As the 
authors say, much of this loss may be 
avolded If growers adopt the remedies 
that are recommended {fn the bulletin, 
which is freety obtainable by appli- 
cation to the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, How 
prolific and consequently how des- 
tructive these insects may become Is 
iMustrated by tho fact that scientists 
have estimated that {f all the progeny 
of a single aphid were to survive they 
would in 800 days be equal in weight 
to the teeming population of Ohina 
seven fold. . General recommenda- 
tions given tn the bulletin are as fol- 
lows: 

Working among his plants the grow- 
er should keep cafeful watch for any 
insect pest before they become des- 
tructive and have’ time to spread. 

Handpicking for leaf-eating cater- 
pillars should be practiced wherever 
possible \and infected material burned 
or otherwise ruthlessly destroyed, 

Weeds should be rigidly kept down. 

In selecting soll seo that it ts free

Whereos tho world ts Jyst beginning 
to use alabaster for electric lighting, 
the Egyptians 8,275 years ago made 
even finer albaster lamps than are pro- 
duced today, Howard Carter, co-dis- 
coverer of TutankKhaman’s tomb said 
in an addregs at London. 

Mr. Carter made known that in 
finding many of these lamps in the 
tomb the secret of how the” Egyp-

revealed. 

The lamps were executed in beau- 
tifal designs in translucent alabas- 
ter, and one of them stpod abour 
three feet in height, witha large cen- 
There was no decoration 
on the exterlor or the interior, but 
immediately a light was placed in the 
yessel therg could be seen a picture 
of the young king and queen in colors. 
This effect was produced by another 
yessel, with the decoration on its ex- 
terlor, being fitted inside the lamp so 
cleverly that the joints between the 
two vessels could not be seen.

Mr. Larcombe’s new wheat, which 
jhe has named Axminster, has not only 
long, beautifully-formed heads, but the 
straw is absolutely a clean clear gold- 
en color throughout tts whole length, 
while it would be difficult to think of 
grain more heavily infected with black 
stem rust than the Marquis and early 
Red Fife which grew close beside it. 
The Kota ts almost as badly infected 
but not quite, 

Mr. Larcombe ts not making the 
claim that he has found the absolutely 
resistant wheat to all forms of rust, 
but he is claiming, with every show of 
right, that he has produced a wheat 
that shows.almost perfect resistance, 
when even the Kota, which has been 
widely heralded as belng almost rust 
resistant, has succumbed. In addl- 
tion to its resistance to rust the Ax- 
|minster wheat, grown under oxactly 
similar conditions, yields about 30 per 
cent. more than Marquis. The berry 
ia rather longer than Marquis and not 
quite so dark in color as either Mar: 
quis or Red Fife.

Big Wheat Yields Reported In Many 
Districts 

It is-an old saying that tlie proot 
of the pudding is in the eating. By 
the same logic, the proof of the oppor- 
tunities which Canada offers to farm 
settlers is in the returns Which farm- 
ers already In the country are getting 
for their labor and investment. While 
the statistics for the Dominion as a 
whole are impressive, they do not 
carry the same personal conviction as 
the example of what has been done by 
individual settlers, Hereunder are-a 
few such examples as published in the 
hewspapers in the districts in whith 
the crops have been hurvested. They 
tell their own’ story: 

A big yield of wheat is reported from 
the farm of BE: Rasnisson,- Crooked 
Lake, Alberta. The crop averaged 45 
bushels to the acre from a field of 44 
acres. The wheat was the Red Bobs 
variety.—Edmonton, Alberta, Journal.
